MOVING

Faced  with  the  absence  of  a  film  booking  at  press  time  for  the  nth  month  in  a  row,  the  embarassment  of  being  repetitious  seems 
minor  indeed.    Besides,  the  Film  Club  includes  large  numbers  of  new  members,  and  a  substantial  percentage  of  oldtimers  seem 
reluctant  to  read  our  messages.    Tant  pis.  IGNORE  AT  YOUR  PERIL! 

Fact  is,  now  that  we  have  institutionalized  the  postcard  notification  system,  there  is  no  reason  that  you  should  miss  a  screening, 
even  if  you  don't  have  a  radio.    (Unless  somebody  offers  us  "Gone  With  the  Wind"  on  the  third  day  of  the  month.  .  .  but  that's  a 
quandry  we  dare  not  even  contemplate.) 

HOW  IT  WORKS:    If  the  feature  and  dates  are  not  listed  in  the  Folio,  IMMEDIATELY  send  a  stamped,  self-addressed  postcard 
to:  Film  of  the  Month.  KPFK.  3729  Cahuenga  Blvd  West,  Morth  Hollywood.  Ca.  91604.    As  soon  as  we  know  when  reservations 
will  be  taken,  your  card  will  returned  to  you  suitably  inscribed.    It  is  not  a  reservation,  just  a  notice.    If  you  are  naughty 
and  send  an  envelope,  the  information  will  probably  be  affixed  to  the  envelope.    When  the  millenium  comes,  we'll  pro- 
bably institute  a  system  wherein  a  set  of  your  postcards  will  be  on  file.    Anyone  with  the  time  and  energy  to  devote  to 
administrating  such  a  system  will  find  the  door  open.    Of  course,  when  the  real  millenium  comes,  we'll  always  have  the 
film  by  Folio  deadline,  which  leads  us  to: 

WHY  WE  DONfr  KNOW  THE  FILM  YET:  Films  are  hard  to  get.  Many  hours,  even  days  are  spent  in  their  solicitation.

Always  before  the  9am,  6pm  and  11:30pm  news,  and  many  other  times  as  well.  Sometimes  we  actually  turn  down  a 
film    because  we  don't  have  enough  announcement  time. 

FINALLY  ABOUT  985-5735:    This  number  is  not  connected  to  our  switchboard.    It  is  used  only  for  certain  phone 
shows  and  film  reservations  during  the  announced  reservations  periods.    At  other  times,  no  one  will  answer  it.    The  bell 
is  turned  off.    No  kidding. 

We  are  currently  pursuing  three  great  films  for  February.    Keep  those  cards  and  letters  coming  in!
